Aba the Matter already has, 
in a good" Meaſure, anſwered my Expectation. 
For, beſides tlie many learned and . 
Works of Mr. Hutchinſon (which led the Way 
I have*ſeen; and enjoyed the Publication of ſe- 

1 veral excellent Tracts from other good Hands, 

ſerwing to illuſtrate particular Texts and Subjects, 

and to vindicate Truths of the greateſt Impor- 
tance from the Miſtakes or Miſrepreſentations of 
forward Undertakers, who would be meddling 
with Matters which —_ cid not underſtand, 
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2 THE PRIMAVITY 
and perverting thoſe which they did. And with 
ſuch Diligence and good Order hath the Study 
of this divine Language been purſued, even by 
many Perſons bred to Trade, and ſome Ladies, 
(who never had acquired the leaſt Skill in any 
learned Language,) that in the Knowledge of 
the SS. and, as ſound and ready Textuaries, 
they have excelled many learned Men. And 
what Wonder ? Seeing this hath been, from of 
old, among the Ways of him that is perfect in 
Wiſdom, to conceal the Treaſures of his Know- 
lege from the Wiſe and Prudent, and to reveal 
them unto Babes that have their Study in it. Ne- 
vertheleſs, I have, Sir, by this Time the Morti- 
fication alſo to ſee, that as ſome in the Apoſtles 
Days preached the Gofpel out of Envy and Strife, © 
intending to add Afliction to his Bonds; ſo ſome, 
now, learn the Sacred Original (as there is but 
too much Ground to doubt) itincerely, and for 
Contention, to undermine and defeat the good 
Endeavours of others, taking in and employing 
wrong Helps and Means, ſuch as — that of try- 
ing, and correcting the Hebrew by the Septua- 
gint-Greek, the Chaldee Paraphraſes, or the Sa- 
maritan Copy; conſtruing the 8. Text Rabinical- 
ly, explaining it's Terms Arab:cally, &c. The 
| laſt of theſe Methods is at this Time chiefly in 
my Thoughts, as having been, both very lately, 
and ſeveral Years fince, commended by an emi- 
nent and learned Divine — Dr. Hunt, Profeſlor 
of Hebrew and Arabic in the Univerſity of Ox- 
ford,. in two Orations to the Univerſity, the for- 
mer in the Year 1738, the latter in 8

both which Orations he ſet himſelf, with all his 
Might, to exalt the Arabic Tongue, and no leſs 
to depreſs and degrade the Hebrew : making 7hzs 
no more than a Siſter-Dialect to that; deriving 
them both alike (as the old Coſmogoniſts built 
the World out of Chaos) from one common 
Mother, Confufion : ſuppoſing the Hebrew to be 
grown old, feeble, and much impoveriſhed ; and 
fo needing to be ſupported and ſupply'd out of the 
rich Stores and youthful Vigour of the Arabic. 
The former of theſe Orations, you know, Sir, 
was animadverted upon by an excellent Pen, in 
the Year 1743, of which more hereafter. The 
latter hath been lately corrected by another Hand. 
And enough, I believe, has been done by theſe 
Gentlemen, both to convince the Doctor, and 
to ſatisfy others of the incomparable Excellency 
of the Hebrew Tongue, with the abſolute Un- 
fitneſs of the Project recommended, to explain 
the D:vine Volume by the Language of the Al- 
curan. Nevertheleſs, as I ſee the Prejudice of 
many in Favour of new Heathen Dialects, be- 
fore the Original Sacred Hebrew Tongue, do 
cleave ſtill faſt to them, I have a Mind to take 
a more particular View of this Matter ; to ſhew

Idol of Confufion, but havin g been formed by 
dialectick Corruptions of their Hebrew-Mother, 
the Mother herſelf alone remaining pure and un- 
corrupt.

1 had, about ſix Years ſince, the Honour: of 
a ſhort Correſpondence with a Perſon of great 
Eminence, Dr. Chandler Biſhop of Durham; in 
which ſome Debate was had on the Subject of 
the Primævity and incomparable Preeminence of 
the Hebrew Tongue; of which (as I, on that 
Occaſion, preſſed the Arguments I thou ght moſt 
material on the Point) I will give you the Series, 
only inſerting and adding ſuch other Reaſons, 
and Proofs, as may ſerve more effectually to re- 
move the miſtaken Notions ſome have been led | 


into on this Argument. 


My Reaſon for making Uſe of ſome Parts of 
this Correſpondence, is, that the Biſhop propo- 
ſed his Objections, tho in brief, yet with Inti- 
mations of better Reaſons, leading to fuller and 
more exact Anſwers, than any I have ſeen;

For 3 but not granting, What ſome 
learned Men before have ſuppoſed, viz. that the 
Canaanites, the Deſcendants of Ham, who were 
planted in the Country where the Father of the 
Faithful, by the Divine Providence, was to be 
ſettled, were permitted to retain this Language, 


after ſeveral other Nations had loſt, or much 


mixt, and confounded it; 3 yet was it neither the 
Canaanites Peculium, nor one of the many Ra- 
menta of the Noachick Language; but was that 
very Language itſelf, handed down from Heber, 
together with the true Faith of Noah and the 
Antediluvian Patriarchs, to Abraham, and in his 
Race was preſerved to the Babyloniſh Captivity ; 
_ whilſt, among the Remains of the Canaanites af- 

ter the Days of Joſhua, it was ſoon loſt, dege- 
nerating into what was afterwards called the A- 
ranutiſo, and the Phænician.

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| Proofs of this, commonly known, and gene- 5 
rally allowed, are— © 
I, The appellative Alu of the eee 
ſeverally deſcriptive of their Natures, or chiefly 
diſtinguiſhing their Qualities, preſerved as they 
were originally given them by Adam in this Lan- 
guage, the Biblical Hebrew Tongue. 
IIahy, The proper Names of Perſons and Places, 
from the beginning to the Affair at Babel, and 
ſome Ages after, ſtill preſerved i in the ſame Lan- 
uage.

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This Urotal, and Alitta or Alilat, according 
to Herodotus, were all the Gods the Arabians 
had. And by them they meant the Sun and 
Moon, or the Genial Powers of the Light; Male 
and Female, that is, as conſidered in the genera- 
tive Influences active and paſſive ſhed from thoſe 

great Luminaries. 

Others tell us of two other Gods of the 5 
bians, Duſares and Obodan. And they ſay Du- 
fares was the ſame with Priapus. The Word is 
a plain Corruption of p17 glorzoſus fur, and WR 
deſponſavit. So it was worſhipped for the Genial 
Act of the Light; and, doubtleſs, was (as fo 
 naygy of this Sort were) a Priapian Image. 
XIV. Obodan. This Name is derived from 
the Hebrew TOR Abad, to deſtroy. So it was the 
Arabian aCadfuy. The Act of the Air that de- 
ftroys the Forms, the ſame with the Typhon of 
the Egyptians; the Pluto of the Greeks; the A. 
rimanes of the Perfians : and with Niſroch, and 
Merodach, above deſcribed. And every Nation 
had one of this Sort. The ancient Britains and 
Gauls, who held the Tranſmigration of Souls, 
made Samotb, or with the Greek Termination 
es, Samotbes, i. e. Dis or Pluto; for one of their 
chief Gods; and ſaid chemſelves were deſcended 
from Him as ſuppoſing their Souls came by 
T1 ranſmigration from Him into their preſent Bo- 
dies. Samoth, which J think in ancient Britiſh, 
or Celtic, ſounded Symmudd, is derived froth the 
Hebrew Fry, the Diſpoſer of Death, or F the 
Dead; as the Word, being a Compoſition of 


rv Sham and TD, imports. For which = 
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Melſb have the ſimple Root Mudo, migrare, de-

The Ring of this Star alſo 
preceded, and ſo prognoſiicated, the Inundation of 
the Nile: to which they owed the Fertility of 
their Land, and, therefore, call'd the Nile itſelf 
by the Name IT Sirius, Siris, &c. The Dog

tho in Contradiction to the Holy Bible written 
by a Prophet of God 2300 Vears ſince; and 
that, on this Conſideration only, that the fy!

the Arabic Records 2 recent, becauſe it is a 


Thing known and confeſs'd, that the Arabs have 


neither Letters nor Monuments, but from a little 
before the Time of Mahomet : and therefore, the 


Authority of their Hiſtorians, tho writing about 
the Originals of their own Nation and Language, 


(if they will talk of their Autiguity) can be of 


no more Weight with a Man of common Senſe,
